DR. JOHNSON’ 8 PORTRAIT. 
- PleeteBtreat Reminiscences, 

There was o distinct atmospherd of 
‘Dr. Johnson about the Mansion House 
Tustice-room recently when the Lord 
Mayor was asked to adjudicate in the 
‘case ‘of & summons-against Ye Olde’ Che- 
shire Cheeso “(Ltd), 145, Fleat-street, 
taken out by Mr..G. Hf, Radford, M.P., 
solicitor, for and on buhalf of the John- 
son Club, for unlawiully detaining 1 
portrait of Dr. Samuel year: painted 
by Mr. J. E, Christie.” 

Mr.-Ian Macpherson asid Mr. Radford 
was o member of the Johnson Club. Tho 
club included aynongst' its members the 
Right Hon. Augustins Birrell, 11.P., Afr. 
Oscar Browning, his’ Excellency M. Ger: 
padius, Sir F. Carruthers Goild,-and s 
number of . distinguished literary men. 
In 1804 tho members of tho club used 
to meet at tho Olde Cheshiro Cheese, 
and in that ycor Mr. J. BE. Christie, o 
well-known , artist, painted s replica of 
‘tho portrait.of Dr. Johnson by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, ond presented it to the John- 
son Club for the purppse of being hung 
on the wall of the! room in‘ the Oo 
Cheshire Checso whero the mectings took 
place. A receipt, dated. Feb. 20, 184, 
for the picture, written on behalf of the 
former proprictots of the Olde Cheshire 
Cheew, was produced’ by counsel, who 
said it was quite clear that thero 
no purchase of the portrait. Tho John- 
son Club wanted posscsaion of ‘the sketch, 
and ho (Mr, Macpherson), understood the 
defence was that the club could not show 
| & good title to it. : 

Evidence would be given to show that 
tho picturo wae the property of the club, 
and: that the latter had a good title. - 

‘Mr. Joseph F. Green, who said he had 
been hon. sooretary of +ho Johason Club 


! tho Johnson Club was a voluntary socinty 


of over thirty’ members, who met about 
four times a year. They owned the. pies | 
turevin dispute and & few prints and othr 
articles, In December, 1011, thoy’ held 
their annual dinner st Dr, Johnson's 
house in Gough-square, which had Beat 
Purchased by Max.-Cecil Harmsworth, one , 
of their members, and the picture: was 
taken there.. After the banquct sqomo- 
body was about to take the picture sway 
in's taxi-enb, when tho manager of the: 
Oldo Chosbira Cheese, which hostelry’, 
hod supplied tho dinner, said: ** Sir, that 
will not do."
